UPDATE ON THE TECHNOLOGICAL ASSISTANCE PROGRAM...... 


In our May l5th newsletter (page 7) I mentioned a subversive group known as TAP. 
TAP used to stand for the Technological American Party...... It now stands for the | 
Technological Assistance Program. What started as a protest against AT&T is now a full 
fledged assault on the American way. I have been trying to reach this group since they 
were known to me only by reputation. The note in my 5/15 report apparently helped since 
I received a letter back from "Thomas Edison", the editor of the TAP newsletter, offering 
to assist. He said he saw the mention of his group in this newsletter. I don't know if 
he is an amateur or a subscriber but his letter came right after the 5/15 issue was 
mailed. There was no phone number on the TAP letterhead, so I tried to reach him via New 
York City directory assistance. I had a 42nd Street address. No phone for TAP at that 
address, but there are two other TAP's in New York. (One is the Portuguese national 
airline and the other is a dancing school. The dancing school said that they had been 
getting calls for the TAP group and wanted to know who they were.) 


The TAP newsletter is something else! It exists (according to information they 
sent) "for the exchange of anti-system technical information." It's authors use aliases. 

"The Magician" wrote an article in the May issue telling how to extend WATS service by 
calling in on the in-WATS line with auto-connection to the out-WATS. A primer on how all 
burglar alarm systems work and how to successfully bypass them was written by "The 
Stainless Steel Rat." How to access IBM computer systems and steal from your friendly 
super market are also included. I found our how the police and fire trucks quickly 
change red lights at intersections to green. Subscription information was included, so | 


pomsent in my 7 bucks and a little extra for back issues. I also asked "Thomas Edison" to 


call me so I could interview him. So far, no call. 


I_did receive some back issues of the TAP newsletter, however, and they are 
incredible. I can't believe they are legal! They tell you how to make powerful homemade 
bombs, where to get cheap "Saturday Night Specials" (they recommend drilling out starting 
guns), how to freebase cocaine, pick locks, make homemade fireworks, smoke and stink 
bombs, render polygraph machines inaccurate, how to tweak up weather radios to receive 
DEA (drug enforcement) and FBI radio channels....among other things. Other issues have 
covered free electricity, free postage, free air tickets, free books, free cable TV, free 
ZAS eevee They particularly like "phone phreaking", accessing computers and 


anti-security measures. Their authors appear very qualified and detailed. 


Some of their advertisements are in worse taste than their articles! One firm sells 
plans for a delayed action bomb that you flush down a toilet and explodes down the line 
within the plumbing. Another magnetic gadget slows down power meters and electricity 
cost! For twelve bucks you can get a course on looting bank ATM's (automatic teller 
machines.) These are sold "for educational purposes only" the ads read. TAP also 
publishes electronic courses and telephone “fact sheets". I understand that several 
thousand TAP newsletter issues are mailed.monthly and some recipients are security and 
law enforcement agencies. I would guess that TAP's information is used by them to help 
improve security and to know what the "other side" is doing. They certainly tell you 
more than any known textbook could! 


I mention the above only to make you aware that there are roups that make a science 
out of defeating the system. Those of you that have computers "on line" - particularly 


ye industrial computers - should be aware that it is getting to be common knowledge how to

sry around in them. Please, no one ask me for further information about this group, 
since | will not release it. I will, however, keep an eye out in their newsletter and 
let you know anything I feel you should know. It probably won't be much.

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MORE ON SECRECY OF COMMUNICATIONS......LISTENING IN ON THE PRESIDENT 


In our last newsletter we told about how highly private radiotelephone conversations 
between President Reagan aboard Air Force One and Secretary of State Alexander Haig were 
intercepted and rebroadcast by columnist Jack Anderson. This was on April 18th. On 
April 29th, The Washington Post carried a copyrighted article written by Jody Powell. (I 
believe Powell used to be the White House Secretary.) It stated in part that officials 


of all three major networks "and print journalists admit_to established relationships 
with ham operators who provide the text of conversations from the presidential aircraft." 


The ARRL fired off a letter _to Jody Powell in care of the Washington Post stating 


that there is a big difference between "short wave listeners or radio hobbyists" and "ham 
operators." Pete O'Dell, the League's Public Information Officer, pointed out that 
nothing in the article had anything to do with amateur radio activities. "Under the 
provisions of the Communication Act of 1934, Section 605, the activities you_mention are 
illegal," O'Dell wrote. "Your identification of these individuals as 'ham operators' 

adds nothing of substance to your story. It is comparable to newspaper articles that 
identify rapists as Catholics, Jews or Negroes." 


Now there has surfaced another newspaper article identifying ham equipment _as_being 
the source of more illegal devulging of private presidential conversations. The June 
T2th edition of the New York Times (page 19) said that a Mount Vernon resident "has 
created static in some high places because he tunes his ham radio in on conversations 
involving a man named Rawhide" The Times goes on the explain that "Rawhide" is White 
House communications lingo for President Reagan. The listener (who really is not 
identified as a licensed amateur) used a "a $15 manual of not-so-secret government radio 
frequencies to eavesdrop on most unscrambled conversations from Air Force One." 
Apparently the listener has a whole tape library of Reagan conversations. (A previous 
Times article on June 10th tells about it.) There is also a verbatim quote of a private 
radiotelephone conversation between Senator Baker talking to Ronald Reagan. 


The end result of all of this, is that the ham radio operator certainly is not 
improving his image with the government and the public. It also helps explain why the 
NIIA has chosen to recently (May !1th) classify government frequencies. (See related 
story on Page #2) Publicity such as this certainly can't help the amateur community who 
need Congressional ratification and FCC rulemaking to gain access to the new WARC bands.
